But all such claims 
should bo paid as a matter of simple 
justice, and not for the purpose of roc 
onoiling anybody. Perhaps if the gov- 
ernment wore completely under tho con- 
trol of the confederates, claims coming 
from tho southern states would bo pass- 
ed without scrutiny in the name of rec- 
onciliation. If so, that constitutes one 
very good reason why the government 
should not bo placed under confederate 
centrol. 
Except in extraordinary oases, 


congress should not allow claims of any 
kind. 
Claims about tho validity of 


which there is doubt, should be dispos- 
ed of upon their merits by a responsi- 
ble tribunal, constituted i'or that pur- 
pose. It is to bo hoped that tho time 
will never como when the good will of 
any section will bo bought and paid for 
by"allowing all manner of trumped-up 
claims, or by any other moans than that 
of doing what is fair and right. 


With respect to partisan appeals, it 


does npt become sinners to throw stones, 
nor can it bo expected that people will 
ignore fuels, or refrain frani comment- 
ing upon confederate methods ol elec- 
tioneering, for the sake of reconciling 
somebody. 
Mr. Vance can hardly bo 


innorant of the fact that it is customary 
to make very unseemly partisan ap- 
peals in some of ^ho southern states 
Ho must know what sort of appeals were 
made to Democrats In "Mississippi last 
fall, and what sort of methods wore em 
ployed to convert a Republican majority 
of :5(),000 into un equally largo Demo- 
cratic majoi ity. Ho must have hoard of a 
partisan appeal recently made with a 
rifle in the vicinity of Coushattn, where 
a similar appeal was made once before 
Such appeals are frequently made, ana 
until they lire stopped counter appeals 
will certainly bo made. The truth of 
tho matter is that tho nation lias en-, 
franchised the freedmon, and people 
arc not going to stand by and soo thorn 
disfranchised and practically remanded 
to a condition of servitude without at 
least expressing their opinions about it. 
They are not anxious enough to recon- 
cile "tho south" for that. If Mr. Vaaco 
wants tho republicans to stop their par 
tisan appeals, ho had bettor first exhort 
the confederates to stop tho sort of par- 


Daring the administration of Mr. Lin- 
coln the deficit steadily decreased, until 
ia 1865 it disappeared entirely, and the

Tho storm spent itself chief- 
ly on the South and North sides, tho 
West side escaping almost uninjured.

above and dropped here and there 
ovei the city, skipping some portions 
which lay in its course. 
Among the 


casualties arc the-following:-The Mich- 
gan Southern Depot was unroofed, 
and six laborers working in that vicin- 
ity were more or less hurt, one of them 
seriously 
The 
massive 
steeple of 


Grace Church, 275 feet high, fell, and, 
crashing through the roof, penetrated 
the aisle. Tbe choir wero practicing 
in the church at the time, but were not 
injured. The loss to the church, exclu- 
sive of the steeple, is estimated at 
17,000. The spire of the Wabash 
Avenue Methodist Church was also 
broken off, and fell into an adjoining 
lot. 
The tin 
roof of 517 Wabash 


avenue wts carried off, and the build- 
ing lelt defenseless against the 
storm. 


The upper portion ot the roof of the 
County Hospital was carried away, and 
the chimneys, falling on the lower por- 
tions, caused muoh injury to the build- 
ing. The patients were speedily re- 
moved, and none were seriously hurt 
The wind took off a large portion of 
Osborn's harvesting machine manufac- 
tory, and sixty feet of the first wall 
fell in, smashing the machinery, and 
inflicting other damage to the amount 
of about 85,000. The house of Henry 
W. King was unroofed and damaged 
badly. The omnibus barn, on Blue 
Island avenue, near 
Twenty-second 


street, was blown down. 
A three- 


story frame house, corner of Paulina 
and Twenty-second streets, was blown 
down and one boy killed. Besides this, 
several of the tenants were injured 
and some limbs were broken. At 5:15 
p.m , the massive fog bell at the crib, 
together with the newly erected tower, 
was entirely destroyed.' The loss will 
probably be over $5,000. Trees, lamp- 
posts and other debris strew the streets. 
In some parts of the city sidewalks 
wero turned over, and jammed against 
houses, breaking glass, etc. Hacks 
and carriages were wrecked in the 
streets, and abandoned.
